To the Bishop and the Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

We, the Committee on the Laymen's Missionary Movement, beg 

leave to submit the following report: 

While the operation of the Laymen’s Missionary Movement within 
the bounds of the Conference, has resulted in the awakening of a 
deeper interest in modern missions, and a more general activity among 
our laymen, we feel the need of more diligent and co-operative effort 
on the part of all lay-leaders, and of more systematic giving on the 
part of the men of the church. We respectfully urge a continued and 
prayerful effort to secure the prescribed two dollars per member for 
the ensuing year. 

Whereas, The methods hitherto prevailing for raising funds for 
caiT3ring on our misisonary enterprises at home and abroad have prov- 
ed inadequate, and have failed to enlist the majority of our member- 
ship in this most Christ-like work of the church, we recommend that 
the Mississippi Annual Conference fix its goal for missionary giving at 
an average weekly offering of not less than two cents per member for 
the entire church membership of this Conference.

REV. MARCUS HUSTON MOORE. 

Rev. Marcus Huston Moore was born in Sumpter County, Ala^ 
bama, July 20, 1857. His parents, Andrew McNary and Martha 
Amanda Elliott, Moore, were of Scotch-Irish blood. Their home was 
a Christian home; the evening and morning sacrifice was offered daily. 

To a child brought into such environment; the Christian life is his 
normal atmosphere; hence, it is not surprising that he was converted 
in early life. The heart and life of the young man applied the language 
of St. Paul, “For he that cometh to God must believe that he is, and 
that he is a rewarder of them that diligently seek him.” Soon after , ^ 

his conversion he was called to preach. He answered this call and | : 

applied for license at about the age of 18. The Quarterly Conference 
at Chapman’s Chapel, now Binnsville church, in Kemper County, 
granted the license. Rev. Jno. A. Ellis, P. E., and Rev. A. P. Nicholson, 

P. C. He began to cultivate his evangelistic powers by assisting his 
pastor in revival meetings. One, writing of this work, said, ‘^He and 
J. T. Nicholson, of Laurel, assisted Rev. A. B. Nicholson in Kemper 
County, and God was graciously with these boy preachers, in this, 
their first evangelistic work.” 

Brother Moore’s advantages were those of the usual country boy, 
during and following the Civil War. In the fall of 1874 he attended 
Cooper Institute at Daleville. In 1875 he went to Southern Univer- 
sity, at Greensboro, Alabama, and continued till he was graduated 
from that institution with the degree of A. B. While attending the 
University he served the Greensboro Circuit as supply. In Sept. 1881, 
he was married to Miss Katura Burton, of Greensboro, and to this 
union were born six children, four of them are living. After com- 
pleting his education at Greensboro, he taught school one year at 
Newton, Miss. The Annual Conference, which met in Natchez, Dec. 

12, 1883, received him on trial, and elected him to Local Deacon’s 
orders and he was ordained by Bishop Kavanaugh. 

His first appointment was Mayersville, where he served accepta- 
bly for four years. In December, 1885, at Meridian, he was received 
into full connection. He was elected to Elders’ Orders, and ordained 
by Bishop J. C. Keener, in Jackson, Dec. 1887. He was sent to North 
Wilkinson Circuit, in 1888, to Amite in 1889, Columbia in 1890, and 
remained four years. Brookhaven in 1894, Terry in 1895-6, Center- 
ville in 1897, and remained four years; Madison in 1901-2, Florence in 
1903 and remained four years; Sharon in 1907-8, Poplarville in 1909-10, 
and was returned for 1911. 

His health had not been good for several years, and in May he 
was advised by friends and physicians to go to a higher climate. He 
was loath to leave his work, and not until the middle of June did he 
consent to go. With his son, W. P. Moore, he went to Colorado Springs. 

Growing worse, he was placed in St. Francis hospital, where all was 
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done for him that could be to alleviate his suffering, till he was called 
to his regard on the early morning of July 3, 1911. 

His body was brought back to Poplarville, accompanied by his 
son, and his brother-in-law, Mr. Morton, of Illinois, where on Friday, 
July 7th, his friends and relatives gathered in the beautiful church to 
pay tribute to his memory. The service was conducted by Rev. W. B. 
Jones, P. E., of the Seashore District. Rev. T. W. Adams, Rev. Mr. 
Wilson, pastor of the Baptist church, and the writer were present 
and took part in the service. 

Brother Moore was a studious, thoughtful man. His sermons 
were the result of thought and prayer, and he was wise in his counsel 
as a pastor. He was “beaten oil.” He thought for himself; he loved 
the Church, and this love for the Church made him intense in his work. 
No detail . escaped his notice. There are none among us who have a 
better record. No obligation was ever laid upon him that he did not 
try to discharge. The journals of the Conference will show that he 
not only looked after the material interest of the church, but the 
spiritual interest was always paramount. 

There was one thing he excelled in, the appreciation of his stew- 
ardship. He believed that he owed the Lord, and was, for his means, 
an unusally liberal man. The first time I remember his name was 
in connection with a subscription to Church Extension. He was one 
of the four men who gave as much as $100.00 to the building of the 
Orphanage at Water Valley, and as long as he lived was an interested 
and intelligent contributor. In the last conversation, save one, I had 
with him he was dicussing the needs of the Church, in her Missionary. 
Educational, and Benevolent enterprises. 

Brother Moore’s life was one of frugality and industry in all affairs. 
He and his wife were true to their trust in training their children. 
W. Powers, their eldest son, stands in the front rank among young 
men of our State, morally and intellectually. In his record at Millsaps 
College and Vanderbilt University, he refiected the teaching of the 
parsonage home. Miss Julia, the eldest daughter, graduated from 
Whitworth College only a few weeks before her father’s death, having 
maintained a splendid record as a student and a young lady of noble 
spirit. Mary and Mack, the two younger children, have not finished 
school, but their lives speak for their training. 

In the going from us of Brother Moore, the Mississippi Confer- 
ence has lost a diligent, faithful, painstaking pastor, one who never 
shirked a duty, nor avoided a responsibility. That he was tree from 
mistakes we do not claim, but we do claim for him an integrity of pur- 
pose that made it easy when he had done wrong to confess to God 
and acknowledge to man. His spirit toward his brethren was one of 
charity in the broadest, deepest sense. As pastor, his first thought 
was the welfare of the Church. 
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A pastoral visit to him meant a talk on some religious subject of 
interest to the parties visited, a passage was read from the Bible, and 
an earnest prayer to God for His blessing on the people whom he 
fondly called “my people.” 

He was socially a pleasant man, but the social circle was not the 
place of his strength. He was a good preacher, but the pulpit was not 
the place of his greatest power.* His power lay in his life before his 
people, in his earnest, direct admonition, and Godly counsel. He 
died as he lived. We are the beneficiaries of his life, and with the 
widow and children, mourn the departure of a husband, father, brother, 
friend. The parting cannot be long; let us be faithful. 



REV. JAMES W. McLAURIN. 

A man of strong faith, simple piety and great gentleness of spirit 
was removed from the earth in the death of Rev. James W. McLaurin, 
of the Mississippi Conference. During a long life, he went in and out 
before his brethren without reproach. His substance throughout was 
compounded of the fine elements of worth and manliness. His mental 
personality, particularly in the years when his health permitted habits 
of study and concentration, impressed his brethren; and that even in 
a time w'hen they followed a leadership whose talents were both im- 
pressive and brilliant. Bodily infirmities, however, which began, in 
time to weaken his physical frame, arrested the development of those 
powers of service which in his earlier years made him, both in the 
pulpit and the pastorate, a man of unusual acceptability. But although 
for a number of years inactive through these infirmities, he had so 
completely won his place in the affection and thought of his brethren 
that his name becomes a part of their enduring memories. 

Rev. James W. McLaurin was born near DeKalb, Kemper County, 
Mississippi, January 22nd, 1845. His father, D. C. McLaurin, a native 
of North Carolina, was of Scotch Highland descent, and was, through- 
out a long life, a man of fervent and exemplaiy piety. His mother, 
whose maiden name was Madison, and whose father was a cousin of 
President James Madison, was a native of Maury County, Tennessee. 
Herself a woman of strong religious character, and possessed of many 
excellent graces, she early dedicated her son to God, nor did she fail 
to keep him, during *'Mpressionable years, under pronounced religious 
infiuences, both as expressed in her own teachings, and in the class 
meetings and other services of the Church. At nine years of age the 
son felt moved to make a profession of his faith, but through deterring 
causes the act of consecration was not consummated until he was in 
his seventeenth year, a delay which, as he felt, affected the whole 
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promise of his after life, and which he lamented in posthumously 
opened papers, now in possession of the writer. 

Although a cripple, as a result of both accident and early disease, 
and not liable to military service, he enlisted as a Confederate cavalry- 
man, in 1864, in the war between the States. The regiment to which 
he was attached, — the First Mississippi Reserve of Volunteers, — com- 
posted mostly of striplings, was assigned to scout duty in connection 
with the operations of the Army in Tennessee. A few days before the 
final close of the war he found himself, at the age of twenty, wearing 
a lieutenant’s sword, and in command of the remnant of his company. 
That sword he left at his death, amongst the mementoes of his young- 
er years from which he could not consent to be parted in life. 

Having enjoyed only small advantages in the short term coun- 
try schools of his native county, he found himself, at his majority, 
without the necessary training for a life calling. With great courage 
and industry he set about to supply this lack. By means of self-help 
he greatly advanced his case, when, having secured the necessary 
means, he took a short course in the Southern University, at Greens- 
boro, Alabama. Following this, he spent two .or three years in teach- 
ing. While Principal of the Bloomfield Academy, at a renumerative 
salary, he heard the call to become an itinerant Methodist preacher, 
and, in December, 1871, was received on trial into the Mississippi 
Conference, being then twenty-seven years of age. His first appoint- 
ment was Toomsuba, where he displayed that tact and earnestness 
which marked him as a man peculiarly fitted to deal with a difficult 
situation, and during his active work in the ministry this responsi- 
bility was seldom, if ever, off his shoulders. His own words are: 
“Every appointment which I ever received was something in the w’ay 
of an experiment, a cause to be built up, or a forlorn hope to be led 
in the way of debt paying on church or parsonage.” That this was 
always successfully done the general minutes of the connection and 
the memory of his brethren will freely testify. At the end of two or 
three years he was usually assigned to a new and equally necessitious 
field, and always with the regret of the congregation from which he 
parted. 

His second charge was Waynesboro, a quiet little station, where 
amongst a faithful people, and amid congenial surroundings, he de- 
veloped his pulpit and pastoral gifts to an extent which gave him dis- 
tinction in the Conference. In December, 1875, he was appointed 
to the pastorate of the Clinton Circuit, in Louisiana, the Florida Par- 
ishes of that State being then included within the bounds of the Mis- 
sissippi Conference. His fourth charge w^as Kingston and Washington, 
in the heart of the historic first settlements of the State of Mississippi. 
The standards of culture and social ideals established here were high, 
and the competition between Methodism and other deeply rooted 
denominations was sharp, though friendly and tolerant. The young 




Methodist pastor proved to be a man divinely sent. The whole Chris- 
tian body rallied to him. Several Presbyterian congregations, then 
without pastors, joined forces wdth him for the year, and the results of 
his term of service were extraordinary, both as to the spiritual and 
financial returns. Bay St. Louis and Handsboro constituted his fifth 
charge. The statistical tables in the Minutes for that year attest the 
fatihfulness and fruitfulness of his labors in this most diflBcult field. 
In December, 1880, he was appointed to the pastorate of the First 
Church, Jackson, to serve jointly with the Rev. William H. Watkins, 
D. D., of blessed memory, whose death occurred a few weeks later, 
After finishing a year here he went to the Church of Brookhaven, 
the then, as now, chief seat of female education in the Conference. 
His next pastorate was the Mount Carmel Circuit, where two churches 
and a parsonage were to be built, and which expectations he success- 
fully met. Hattiesburg, the embryonic beginning of what has since 
become a magic city, next enjoyed the labors and ministry of the 
faithful and tireless itinerant. There he finished the original First 
Methodist Church building, which had begun under a former pastor. A 
similar experience was had at McComb, another new city, where as 
pastor he finished the church building already begun, and paid off a 
large indebtedness upon the same. 

In 1886, he became, by appointment. District Superintendent of the 
American Bible Society in Mississippi and Louisiana, which office he 
held for eleven consecutive years. In this work he made a record of 
exceptional diligence and industry. Bishop Keener, who knew' of the 
details of this work, declared that it had been a task for ten men, as 
ordinary human industry goes. The general directory of the Bible 
House in New York, bore a no less appreciative testimony to his devo- 
tion and efficiency. 

During the years of his residence in New Orleans as Superinten- 
dent of the Bible Depository, he acted as Vice President of the Amer- 
ican Institute of Christian Philosophy, a society organized amongst 
American Christian scholars for the defense of philosophical truth 
and theological orthodoxy. Though laying no claims to scholarship or 
mastery in philosophy, he was yet alive to all movements of current 
thought, passed an instant and virile judgment upon all living is- 
sues, and could himself conduct a logical sequence with great clear- 
ness and effectiveness. 

As a preacher he put a certain charm of earnestness and careful 
preparation into his work. VTien about thirty-five years of age, his 
strength was at its maximum, much of the physical infirmities from 
which he had earlier suffered having been overcome. At this time, his 
preaching w'as most effective. A memory is said to still survive of a 
sermon which he preached at the China Grove Camp meeting, fully 
thirty years ago. It was the eleven o’clock hour of the Sabbath. So 
powerful w'as the appeal of the preacher that a great company crowded 





the altar. Amongst these were four and twenty mature people who 
professed conyersion and entered into communion with the church. 
In those years his preaching was compared to that of MaflBt by some 
who remembered the discourses of that pulpit genius. A report is 
also preserved of a sermon preached by him at a union service in Ox- 
ford, Mississippi, while he was in the Bible work. The late venerable 
Levin Lake is said to have characterized it as such an utterance as 
one hears not often in a lifetime. 

When the Bible Society closed its departmental depositories 
throughout the country, he returned to the regular work of the trav- 
eling connection, and was, in December, 1897; appointed to the pas- 
torate of the Church in Canton, which was the twelfth in the order of 
his Conference assignments. His thirteenth, and last, assignment 
was to Gloster, where his health so completely failed that he was 
forced to ask for a supernumerary relation, in which he remained to 
the end of his life. 

Such was his frugality and good business management that he 
was not only able to save enough private means to make him com- 
fortable in age and infirmity, but he left behind a generous bequest 
which is to be erected into a noble charity in the capital of his native 
State. The frugal and painstaking care, the loyal, zealous, faithful- 
ness with which he did his work under discouraging, and oftentimes 
disparaging, conditions, will live on in this simple and beautiful bene- 
faction. In this memorial much of the self sacrifice of his life will 
be explained. Being dead, he will speak in terms that all may under- 
stand. 

Brother McLaurin was never married, and perhaps only to the 
one closest friend of his years and heart were all the sacred and sadly 
tender secrets of his life confided. Under the hand that writes these 
lines rests a roll of manuscript, inscribed and sealed while the shadows 
were falling about him, and only unsealed since his virgin spirit as- 
cended into the house of the blessed. The romance of a chaste and 
knightly life is here, traced in words as artless as those of childhood. 
Romance? Nay, but a story that is life itself. Verily, it was or- 
dained that our spirits should be made perfect through suffering; and 
the suffering of each one is a cup which in drinking he alone knows. 

This heart story is briefiy told. In the earlier years of his minis- 
try, concern and care for his loved and dependent parents turned 
his thoughts from domestic dreams of his own. VTien fortune had 
made these dreams possible, the spirit of the maiden upon whom he 
had centered the hopes and affections of his life was called away into 
the Paradise of God, and so a lonely and wifeless lot was confirmed 
to him throughout his years. This was a secret which he bore in holy 
silence in his own heart. Added to other things, which his sensitive 
nature suffered, it made him a man of sorrows, though outwardly his 
face shone with the light of contentment, and often times of child-like 




mirth. Hot tears are traceable in the posthumous sketch from which 
this is taken, but there are also read therein tokens of a firm and 
steadfast faith in God, a filial submission to the will of Heaven, and a 
fervent and cheering hope of a place with the chosen of the Master 
in the Kingdom above. The Assembly Grounds at Monteagle were 
a favorite retreat for him in the summer-time. There he had personal 
interests, and there he spent most of the leisure of his later years. To 
thousands of Christian visitors there he was a well known figure. 
Deeply also had he wrought himself into the affections of the native 
mountain people, in whose pretty chapel he often preached. It was 
while here, and walking in his long accustomed paths, on Auggust 10th 
last, that he fell fainting in death, but instantly to awake in the arms I 
of his Lord. In Heaven begins for him the triumphs which he so 
much longed to achieve, and so much lamented to have missed, on I 
earth. 
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SIXTH DAY. 

Meridlin, Miss., Dec. 11, 1911. 

The conference was called to order at 9 o’clock a. m., J. M.

The report of the Directors of the Orphans ’ Home was read 
as follows: 

REPORT OF THE DIRECTORS OF THE ORPHANS’ HOME. 

To the Bishop and* Members of the Mississippi Conference. 

Dear Brethren: Your Board of Directors of your Mississippi Or- 

phans’ Home, take pleasure in submitting to you the following report 
of the affairs of this loved institution: 

Our faithful and efficient Manager, Rev. W. M. Williams, informs 
us that the health of the children for the past year has been most 
remarkable’. Though one death has occurred, yet there have been 
months when no doctor was called. 

Brother Williams is of the opinion that the school is better now 
than ever before. Four excellent Christian teachers are in charge of 
it for the session of eight months. Four of our girls and one of our 
boys are in our Methodist colleges, and the reports of their work are 
very satisfactory. 

The Home has its own Sunday School, preaching service and 
Epworth League every Sunday. On Wednesday night the regular 
prayer meeting is held, and on Saturday night the boys have a prayer 
meeting to themselves. Eighty per cent of the children are members 
of the Church, thirty-two having joined during the present year. All 
this assures you that the spiritual interest of the children is by no 
means neglected. 

The two splendid new buildings, one for the school, and the other 
for the boys’ dormitory, are finished, furnished, and occupied. These 
ad*d greatly to the comfort of the inmates and -the efficiency of their 
work. Brother Williams writes: “The children are better satisfied, 

more obedient, and doing better work every day than ever before. 
And we have good matrons and helpers.’’

The terms of office of H. M. Ellis and R. L. Bennett expire with 
this session of your Conference, and we respectfully ask you to elect 
their successors. 

We also respectfully request the Bishop to reappoint Rev. W. M. 
Williams to the management of the Home for the ensuing year. 

We see each year the hand of the Heavenly Father in the guid- 
ance and provision for this work for the orphans, and we praise Him 
for the way in which He has showed His approval of the institution 
and the wonderful providences by which, through human agencies. He 
has supplied all its needs. 

. Nor can we forget, or fail to appreciate, the noble men and women 
who have followed the leading of God to sustain and foster this Christ- 
ly work. The list is long, and we cannot name them here; but we 
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pray the blessings of the Father on all them and theirs. The Lord 
reward them; yea, He, Himself, be their rew^ard! 

The cause of the orphans does not have to be urged. All it asks is 
a fair chance. We believe we can count on all our Methodist preachers 
to see that it gets the best chance during the coming year that it has 
ever had.

REPORT ON EDUCATION. 

To the President and Members of the Mississippi Conference: 

Dear Brethren — Our Board of Education, having reviewed the 
matters referred to it, beg to report: 

The General Board of Education, in connection with many other 
activities, has recently published some valuable pamphlets, such as 
The Call to the Ministry,” “ The Making of the Ministry,” ** The 
Church College,” and others, and this, and all its literature, is for dis- 
tribution upon the asking. 

The Correspond*ence School, offering the services of an able 
Faculty in directing the studies of the Conference undergraduates, 
should receive the support of the examining committees, and our 
young ministers should be brought under its supervision. The De- 
partment of Ministerial Supply and Training will find its measure* 
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of efficiency guaged by the responses of the pastors to its requests. 
Let all pastors take care to furnish this Board with the names of 
ministerial cand*idates, as directed by the Discipline, par. 140. 

The Theological Department of Vanderbilt University shows a 
gratifying increase in attendance. 

Millsaps College reports an increase in attendance, the number 
of marticulates now being 262, of whom 30 are preparing for the 
ministry, and 30 are sons of ministers. Two thousand nine hundred 
and fifty dollars have been spent in repairs and improvements. 

The terms of office as Trustees of Major R. W. Millsaps, T. B. Hol- 
loman, W. C. Black and H. S. Stephens, having expired, we recommend 
the election of Major R. W. Millsaps to succeed himself, of T. B. Hollo- 
man to succeed himself, of M. M. Black to succeed W. C. Black, and 
of W. H. Watkins, to succeed H. S. Stephens. 

We recommend that the action taken by several District Confer- 
ences, urging the establishment of a suitable memorial on the campus 
of Millsaps College to the memory of Bishop Charles Betts Galloway, 
be approved by this Conference, looking to an opportune time for 
making provision for gathering funds to carry the movement to com- 
pletion. The address of President D. C. Hull before the Conference 
brought gratifying assurances of an able and painstaking administra- 
tion, under which the sons of our people have safe, moral and spiritu- 
al, as well as thorough intellectual guidance. 

We would urge our ministers and laymen to use all diligence, and 
to grasp every opportunity to secure funds for the endowment of Mill- 
saps College, since Major Millsaps keeps before us his offer to give 
dollar for dollar for all funds raised for this purpose. 

Whitworth College is prosperous, having an enrollment of 235. 
The President reports a good religious condition, and tells of the ef- 
forts of the faculty to impart spiritual, as well as intellectual training. 

The plans of the institution to regulate itself in equipment and 
curriculum so as to gain “B” grade classification are about mature. 
The offer of the Lampton Brothers of $10,000.00 and of the town of 
Brookhaven of another $10,000.00, provided the church contribute 
$20,000.00, has met with a generous response, and subscriptions amount" 
ing to $10,700.00 have be4n secured by the agent. Rev. Paul D. Hardin. 

With these marks of liberality, Whitworth College should con- 
tinue to receive our aid till it has been placed in possession of ample 
means to make it in every way sufficient to the demands of higher 
education for women. 

It is recommended that Dr. I. W. Cooper be appointed President, 
and Rev. H. A. Gatlin, Agent of Whitworth College. 

Port Gibson Female College is worthy of our high commendation 
for its good management, religious life, and prosperous condition. It 
has enrolled 127 students, 81 of whom are boarders, and come from 32 
parishes and counties. The school is on a cash basis; has recently 
added improvements costing $350.00; and has received gifts amount- 
ing to $700.00. 
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Geo. H. Galloway, Geo. L. Hawkins, H. C. Mounger, and Dr. L. A. 
Smith, are recommended for your confirmation as Trustees. 

It is requested that Rev. H. G. Hawkins be appointed President. 

The Mississippi Conference Training School submitted an excel- 
lent report, showing substantial improvements in the property, and 
an attendance of 235 pupils, of whom 12 are sons of ministers, and 14 
candidates for the ministry. The Trustees make grateful acknowl- 
edgement of the excellent administration of the school under the 
presid’ency of Rev. W. W. Moore, who last summer resigned; and 
they express the same confidence in the presidency of Rev. G. H. Gal- 
loway, who has since been elected. 

The institution has been, and is, fortunate in its President. The 
curriculum prepares students for the sophomore collegiate year. All 
work is conducted in keeping with the law and spirit of Methodism. 

It is recommended that Rev. G. H. Galloway be appointed Presi- 
dent, and that you confirm as Trustees T. J. O’Neil, J. A. Moore, W. 
A. Hays, A. M. Broadfoot, J. M. Weems, W. W. Moore, G. H Galloway, 
P. L. Blackwell, W. C. Lamb, C. F. Neill, J. T. Gammage, M. H. Turner, 
J. W. Sharbrough, J. W. Abney and J. L. Dantzler. 

EdVard McGee College has not furnished us with a statement of 
its present condition, though from private correspondence, it was 
learned that an indebtedness on the property requires immediate at- 
tention, and your Board has charged the Conference Secretary of Edu- 
cation, Rev. Robert Selby, with the duty of conferring with the Trus- 
tees regarding the relation of the College to the Church and regarding 
plans for handling the property. 

It is requested that Rev. E. W. Barrington be appointed Presid’ent. 

The Seashore Divinity School was thoroughly successful last sum- 
mer in attendance, in the character and ability of its teachers and 
speakers, and in its financial management. Promise is made that 
even stronger inducements for the attendance of ministers are to be 
made next year, and the members of the Conference, especially the 
young ministers, are urged to take advantage of this splendid as- 
sembly for Christian instruction and inspiration. 

We recommend the appointment of a committee consisting of A. 
F. Watkins, Alfred* F. Smith and Robert Selby, to consider the desir- 
ability of the correlation of the schools of our Conference, and to 
suggest a plan for such adjustment. The Board would be glad, also, to 
enter into the consideration of any questions relating to educational 
interests with the Board of Education of the North Mississippi Con- 
ference. 

We have apjpointed A. F. Watkins, H. G. Hawkins and H. M. 
Ellis, a Committee to devise and report to the Board a year hence 
some scheme by which, during the year 1913, the centennial year of 
Mississippi Methodism, we may raise an educational fund for our 
Conference Schools. 

We recommend that in view of the pressing claims of the cause 
of Christian education, this Conference set apart Thursday night of 
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the week of its next Annual session for the use of the Board of Edu* 
cation. 

It is requested that Rev. Robert Selby be appointed Conference 
Secretary of Education; that M. H. Honeycutt be appointed student 
in Millsaps College, and E. G. Mohler student in Vanderbilt University.

That the State of Mississippi should hy law create an Industrial 
Home for lost women, to be maintained by the State, and be a place 
Cl confinement and protection for such persons as may be convicted in 
the State and municipal courts of being common prostitutes, and for 
such persons as may voluntarily consent to enter such places of refuge 
in order to reform their lives. 

That the State should create and maintain an Industrial Home for 
children of the State who are convicted of misdemeanors in any 
State or municipal court, or such homeless children as are willing to 
enter said industrial homes for correction and protection. 

That a Committee of Five be appointed by the Bishop of this Con- 
ference to co-operate with a like Committee appointed by other re- 
ligious bodies in securing the pasage of such legislation at the sitting 
of the next legislature as is necessary to establish such homes. 

Passed this, 11th day of December, A. D., 1911, at the Conference 
now sitting in regular session in the City of Meridian, Lauderdale 
County, Mississippi.

REPORT OF DIVINITY SCHOOL. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference for the .Ses- 
sion of 1911: 

Dear Brethren^We, your Board of Directors for the Seashore 
Divinity School, beg leave to submit the following report: 

The session of last summer, which was the third, was the best 
that we have held. It was a decided improvement over the two previ- 
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ous sessions. The lectures were of the highest order, and the large 
number of preachers and laymen in attendance were greatly delighted, 
inspired and edified. The program was an unusually strong one and 
,we feel sure that the preachers who failed to hear the daily lectures 
of two of our Bishops and other leading church men of our country 
missed something that would have been of great value to them. The 
work done by the undergraduate classes was very satisfactory to the 
Board of Directors^. A large number of the young men taking the four 
years’ Conference Course were in attendance and they expressed them- 
selves as being highly pleased with this method of doing the work. We 
were glad to note that nearly all of the undergraduates who attended 
in 1910 were back in 1911. Many of the young preachers were so well 
pleased with the school and its methods that they expressed the desire 
to attend every summer until they completed the course.- We firmly 
believe that every one who goes there for business will get a great 
deal more out of the Course than by taking the examination on all the 
books in one day at the Conference. At the Divinity School for eight 
days each class is conducted by four competent instructors who devote 
their time, thought, and energy to the w^ork of the class. At the close 
of the School written examinations are given, sixty per cent, being the 
requisite for passing on any subject, and certificates furnished that 
w’aive any further examination on the subjects passed. Believing that 
this work is for the highest interest of the preachers, and that it will 
conserve the best interests of the Church at large, we earnestly de- 
sire every one taking the Conference Course of Study to attend the ses- 
sion of the Divinity School next summer. 

Dr. F. N. Parker, having accepted a professor’s chair in Trinity 
College, Durham, N. C., resigned his position of Dean of our school, 
and Dr. H. H. McNeil, of the Alabama Conlerence, was unanimously 
.elected to the place. 

The attendance last summer was nearly twice as large as that of 
the summer previous, and more than four 'times that of the first ses- 
sion. One hundred and seventy-five preachers matriculated, besides 
w'hom there were many laymen and ladies in attendance. Taking the 
history of the institution during the three years of its existence as a 
basis, we may safely count on an attendance of over three hundred 
preachers next summer. The growth of the school has been phenom- 
enal, but we are expecting and planning for greater things in the fu- 
ture. Ample provision will be made for the entertainment at a mini- 
mum cost of all preachers and their families, and others, w^ho may at- 
tend next summer. 

Come, and bring your wives and children with you. The trip will 
be a delightful outing, and at the same time profit you mentally and 
spiritually. One of the speakers said last summer that we have the 
best school of its kind in the South. 

Believing that the School is greatly benefitting our preachers, that 
it is destined to be a much greater blessing to them, and that the 
Master’s cause will be greatly furthered by its progress, we are respect- 
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fally requesting an appropriation of $250.00 from your Board of Edu- 
cation for the maintenance of the School. 

We wish to urge the Presiding Elders to remember the date of the 
session for next summer, June 25, to July 5, 1912, and we earnestly re- 
quest them to make no appointment for District or Quarterly Confer- 
ences that would conflict with the date of the School, as we believe all 
our preachers should be free to attend.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL HOSPITAL COMMITTEE. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference for the 
year 1911: 

Dear Brethren — W'e rejoice that our Church is awakening to her 
obligation and privilege along this line of Christian service. Too long 
have we allowed our preachers and members to receive hospital treat- 
ment at the charity of other churches. Being the third largest Protest- 
ant denomination in America, and being as prosperous as we are, there 
is no excuse for this. Our loyalty to our Church should move us to 
make adequate provision for thus taking care of our preachers and 
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members, while our love to Christ and benevolence should cause us 
to provide for those unfortunate ones not of our fold. 

When we reflect on what a powerful agency for the Kingdom has 
been the work of our Medical Missionaries and hospitals in foreign 
lands, and see how other churches have thus obtained a strong hold on 
some sections of our own country, we can readily see the importance 
of this work and catch a glimpse of the possible influence on the fu- 
ture of our church. Herein is a great opportunity for winning thou- 
sands of souls for Christ, an opportunity that Methodism should eager- 
ly grasp and thus follow in the steps of our Saviour in reaching the 
soul through healing the diseased body. Let none take this crown 
from us.

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REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South: 

Dear Brethren — The Sunday School Board reports a very success- 
ful year. New schools have been organized, existing schools graded 
and brought to* a higher standard of excellence, teachers’ training 
classes have been formed, and a conscience on the importance of 
keeping the Sunday School fully abreast of all other church work has 
been awakened. 

During the months of June, July, and August, the Board employed 
Miss Magee as Field Secretary. She traveled 4,067 miles, visited 40 
Sunday Schools, Institutes, and District Conferences. Reports from 
her work have been most satisfactory. Arrangements are being per- 
fected whereby we hope to put a Secretary in the field for all his time 
during the coming year. 

The Board greatly appreciated the opportunity of assisting Sun- 
day School Institutes in five of the seven District Conferences. We 
would greatly appreciate an open door in each of the seven Districts 
during the coming year. 

We again commend our literature. In the opinion of this Board 
and other skilled Sunday School workers, we have never had such ex- 
cellent helps put into the hands of our Sunday School people as are 
furnished by our Publishing House. The New Graded Literature and 
Adult Student are meeting a long felt want. We cannot too strongly 
, urge the organized class movement under the immediate supervision 
of Dr. Chas, D. Bulla, and request all having such classes, to report 
them to Dr. Bulla in Nashville. His presence at this Conference, and 
address at our Anniversary were greatly appreciated. We were pleased 
also to have with us Bro. Long and Bro. Chisolm, representatives of 
the State Sunday School Association. Wherever practicable, we trust 
our brethren would grant them full entrance into their charges. The 
State work in no way confiicts with denominational work, but forms a 
strong ally. 

January 28th has been designated as Hospital Day. We respect- 
fully request all our pastors and Sunday School workers to observe 
this day and promptly remit their collections to the Field Secretary, 
Rev. H. M. Ellis, Memphis, Tenn. 

The meeting of the Chairmen of the Annual Conference Sunday 
School Boards annually is proving most effective in unifying the 
Sunday School w’ork throughout the connection. The next meeting 
will be held in New Orleans, January 11-13, next. 

At the meeting of the Chairmen, held in Memphis, Tenn., last April 
Bro. Jno. R. Pepper was requested to bring out a manual for the use 
of Sunday School Boards, Field Secretaries, and Sunday School work- 
ers generally. The booklet was issued from the press in the early fall. 
In it is gathered interesting history, and useful suggestions concerning 
every phase of Sunday School w'ork from people whose experience en- 
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titles them to speak authoritatively. The Church is indebted to Bro. 
Pepper for this service. 

The General Sunday School Board has undertaken to erect at the 
Southern Assembly, Waynesville, N. C., a model Sunday School Build- 
ing in which to hold Institutes, Conferences, and other Sunday School 
meetings, and which will serve as a model for building committees 
throughout the Church. This commendable enterprise is heartily en- 
dorsed.

The report of the Committee on Temperance was read and 
adopted as follows : 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South: 

Brethren — We, the members of your Committee on Temperance, 
beg leave to submit the following report: 

Whereas, The illicit sale of intoxicating liquor is being carried on 
in many places in the State of Mississippi; also in many so-called cold 
drink stands and clubs, therefore, be it 
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Resolved, First, That we request the next Legislature to so amend 
the laws of the State as to require all cold drink stands to be licensed 
by the board of supervisors of the county, or by the mayor and board 
of aldermen of the municipality; also to prohibit the licensing of any 
but reputable persons, requiring bond to be given by the keeper of the 
stands not to violate the law of the State, or the ordinance of the mu- 
nicipality; and to make said bond liable for the penalty prescribed by 
law for the illicit sale of liquor. And Porther provide, that said license 
or permit shall become void upon the violation of any law of the State, 
or ordinance of the municipality. 

Second, That it shall be a violation* of the prohibition laws of the 
State for any club, chartered, or not chartered, to permit what is com- 
monly known as "lockers,” or to permit intoxicating liquors, kept in 
any form, in or about the premises of said club or society. And said 
club or society shall be indictable for the illicit sale of intoxicating 
liquors upon the proof of the keeping of such liquors or “lockers.” 

We request the further amending of the laws so that it will pro- 
hibit the keeping, or carrying around, intoxicating liquors put up in 
salable quantities — even if there be no proof that it is being carried for 
sale. We further request that the penalty for violation of the prohibi- 
tion laws be placed at the present maximum penalty, and that the pres- 
ent minimum penalty be removed. And, further, that each subsequent 
offence be punished as a felony. 

We recommend that the incoming Legislature pass a Scientific 
Temperance Instruction Law. 

We further recommend that the incoming Legislature pass a law 
raising the age of consent from the age of twelve to the age of eighteen 
years. 

We recommend, further, that the incoming Legislature establish a 
Juvenile Reformatory Court. 

We urge a full attendance at the State Prohibition Convention to 
be held in Jackson, Miss., Jan. 1st,, 1911 — just one day before the meet- 
ing of the Legislature. 

We recommend the appointment of R. W. Millsaps, A. F. Smith, 
and N. B. Harmon, as an advisory board of the Anti-Saloon League. 

We recommend that this Conference endorse the work of the 
League in enforcing the Prohibition laws of the State, and in organ- 
izing the counties and precincts for the purpose of saving the State 
from the return of the open saloon. 

This committee is of the opinion that this organization will be of 
great force in opposition to the saloon powers, and should have the 
support of the Conference.

We would enumerate with thankfulness the fortunate features of 
Church life and progress which appear from the reports which have 
been made in this session of our Conference, from the conversations 
heard on every side among our preachers and laymen, and from the 
news reports which have appeared the past year. 

Two thousand four hundred and ninety-two persons have been re- 
ceived upon profession of faith.

This alone does not determine 
whither we are tending, but when we add to this fact that in many 
quarters greater emphasis is being laid on prayer and pastoral evangel- 
ism, that we have proved capable of having in our bounds revivals of the 
old type, where devils have been cast out, where men have made restitu- 
tion, where the church has become more dear to the community, and 
its life has found a greater fullness, where the conversion of children 
has been specifically sought, and where family altars have been estab- 
lished, there seems to be greater promise for the church of tomorrow. 

We, as a Conference, would call for more importunate prayer and a 
more diligent meeting of conditions on every side, that these times of 
refreshing, which some communities have enjoyed, may in the mercy 
of God" be extended to every charge in our Conference.

REPORT OF THE AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY BOARD. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Annual Conference: 

This society unites many denominations in the great and needed 
work of translating, printing, and increasing the circulation of the 
Scriptures among all nations. In the ninety-five years of its history it 
has issued 90,527,904 volumes. Last year it put forth at home and in 
other countries, 3,231,722 volumes. It circulates the Bible in more than 
one hundred languages and three new languages appear in printed 
Scriptures this year. 

Ten thousand ($10,000.00) dollars was expended last year in re- i 

vising and perfecting the Bible in foreign languages, and the first con- s 

signment of complete Bibles has been sent from the Bible House to 
Portuguese East Africa, for the Methodist Episcopal Missions. 

The American Bible Society, having ministered so faithfully in the 
distribution of Grod’s word at home and abroad, we pledge to it our 
hearty financial support and prayers. We commend the work of the 
Gideons in placing God’s Word in the hotels in the State of Mississippi. 
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The current year the Conference paid 11,218.62

Report No. 2 of the Board of Missions was read and adopted 
as follows: 

REPORT NO. 2 OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference: 

Dear Brethren — We, your Conference Board of Missions, beg leave 
to submit the following report: 

The year just closing has been a trying one upon both pastors and. 
people in the matter of raising collections, and it is with much regret 
that we report a considerable deficit on our missionary assessments. 
We have raised this year for foreign missions, $10,750.83, on an assess- 
ment of $15,000.00, and $9,067.26 on an assessment of $11,500.00 for 
home missions. Including specials our total collections for missions 
amounts to $22,315.92. 

Let us not, however, give way to pessimism, as did the ten spies 
who brought back an evil report from Canaan, and say that it is im- 
possible to advance under present conditions. An army of dispirited 
soldiers never won a victory. The Master has declared that “All things 
are posible to him that believeth.” Let us remember that “the battle 
is the Lord’s,” that the resources of the world are in His hands, and 
that “He shall not fail nor be discouraged till He hath set judgment 
in the earth.” 

The clarion calls from every mission field for reinforcements, and 
the momentous opportunities before the church in this new century, 
when the whole heathen world is astir, and doors are open everywhere 
should cause our hearts to bum within us, and stimulate us to greater 
diligence in carrying out the marching orders given the Church by the 
blessed Master. Let us “attempt great things for God;” let us “expect 
great things from Him;” for He has said “My people shall be willing 
in the day of Thy power.” 

We are gratified to note the progress that has been made by our 
Home Department, which has undertaken mission work in the slums 
of our larger cities, among the foreigners, who are pouring in among us 
by the thousands, and also in the neglected and needy sections of the 
South and West. Our General Secretaries in their letter to the Con. 
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ferences, cite the following facts of interest, respecting the Home De- 
partment: 

“A system of organized evangelism has been wrought out in ac- 
cordance with the Disciple, and has been adopted by the Committees 
on Evangelism, plans for work among the negroes have been inaugu- 
lated in the way of institutes and lectures for preachers, training for 
Sunday School teachers, and some forms of social service. A system 
for using lay helpers has been adopted. The publication of denomina- 
tional, doctrinal, and devotional booklets has been provided for, to be 
furnished at small cost. A plan for using ministerial students during 
the summer is being wrought out, and work among mountaineers and 
foreigners has been given special attention.” 

The assessments made by our General Board, for 1912, for the 
whole church is, $400,000.00, for Foreign Missions; and $125,000.00, for 
Home Missions; the former assessment being only 21 cents per capita; 
and 6 1-2 cents for Home Missions or, a total of 27 1-2 cents per 
capita for both Foreign and Home Missions. Our share of the Home 
Mission assessment levied by the General Board is $3,500.00. 

We desire to call special attention to the fact mentioned by our 
General Secretary in his report, that the income from the foreign as- 
sessment alone, has not for a number of years been sufficient to main- 
.tain our work; hence, each Conference is asked to contribute, if pos- 
siDie, a special sum as a surplus over the regular assessment, in order 
that retrenchment in this day of golden oportunity may not be 
necessary. 

We respectfully urge all our pastors and Sunday School superin- 
tendents to put in operation the splendid missionary policy adopted 
jointly by our General Board, and the Sunday School Board, so that 
the rising generation shall become thoroughly missionary in spirit. 
Our 448 Sunday Schools and 29,602 Sunday School pupils in the Mis- 
sissippi Conference can render effective aid in our missionary cam- 
paign, and it is the duty of our pastors to see that they are given the 
chance. 

We are much gratified at the encouraging reports made by the 
W’oman’s Foreign Missionary Society and the Woman’s Home Mission 
Society, and we bid them God-speed in the noble work they are doing. 
Let us not fail, as pastors, and laymen, to help our good women who 
labor with us in the gospel. 

Let us use all diligence in pushing the circulation of our only 
missionary periodical, ‘‘The Missionary Voice,” which ranks among the 
best missionary magazines of our day, and which is worthy of a place 
in every Methodist home. 

We commend to the attention of our brethren our Missionary^ 
Training Schools at Nashville and Kansas City, which are doing ex- 
cellent work, and which as Dr. Pinson rightly says, “are worthy of 
greater moral and financial support.” 

Let our slogan for the year 1912 be: “A vigorous educational 

campaign in every charge, and an every-member canvass, and an aver- 
age missionary contribution of 2 cents per week per member.” Let us 
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co-operate faithfully with our laymen in striving to reach this goal of 
$1.00 per member for Missions. “We can do it if we will.” 

Our Conference is co-operating with the General Board in main- 
taining the Sailors’ Rest, at Gulfport, and the Wesley House, at Biloxi, 
which, under the efficient superintendency of Rev. W. T. Griffin, are 
doing a work of which we may well be proud. Brother Griffin reports 
that, during the year, the tri-weekly gospel services at the Sailors’ 
Rest have been attended by 2,025 sailors and officers, 10,800 visits 
have been made to the Reading Room, 617 visits have been made to 
ships, and 11,000 tracts, Testaments, and books have been distributed 
to the sailors. 

We recommend the re-appointment of Rev. W. T. Griffin as super- 
intendent of our Gulf Coast Missions for the ensuing year. 

We rejoice in the great success which has attended the work of 
our Conference Missionary Evangelist, Rev. D. E. Kelley. He reports 
having held twenty-four revival meetings this year, which resulted in 
583 accessions to the Church, and about 1,600 conversions. We recom-. 
mend the appointment of Rev. D. E. Kelley and Rev. I. L. Peebles as 
Conference Missionary Evangelists for 1912. 

Our retiring Missionary Secretary, Rev. Geo. H. Galloway, has 
been exceedingly diligent in his labors, and is deserving of our hearty 
commendation for the faithful, self-sacrificing and valuable service he 
has rendered the Church in our missionary campaign. During the year 
he has held upwards of thirty Missionary Institutes, and delivered 275 
missionary sermons and addresses. The fruits of his work will abide 
many days. 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. G. S. Harmon as Mis- 
sionary Secretary for the ensuing year. 

We again make earnest request that the Missionary claim be pre- 
sented early in the year, and that at least half the Domestic Mis. 
Sionary assessment be raised the first quarter. 

The assessment for Foreign Missions for 1912 has been fixed at 
$12,100.00 and the assessment for Domestic Missions at $13,200.00 
These have been apportioned as follows:

The report of the Committee on Sabbath Observance was 
read and adopted as follows: 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

Dear Brethren — Seeing the drift of the people in this Christian 
land of ours, to disregard the sanctity of the Sabbath day, by almost all 
kinds of amusements, and by the transaction of business in some forms, 
therefore, we, your committee, would most sincerely urge our preach- 
ers to aid their members to desist from violating this command of 
God, in any form or degree. 

To our sorrow, some of our preachers ride on the Sunday trains 
tc and from their appointments. Your Committee does not know 
whether the preacher is responsible or not, but we would urge upon 
them to desist. Our members are guilty of the same offense, or, at 
least, a large per cent of them. We think less automobile riding on 
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the Sabbath for pleasure would be conducive to spirituality, and to 
tl'e work of the Church. 

We would call upon the Church to co-operate with the officers in 
the enforcement of the Sabbath laws; and where, and when, it is nec- 
essary, to recommend and demand the enactment of such laws as we 
may believe are necessary to the best interests of the Christian people. 

To this end we would at this time offer the following resolution, 
to- wit: 

Resolved*, That this Conference memoralize the next legislature 
to amend the Sabbath law, by repealing that clause which allows drug 
stores to remain open on the Sabbath day; and to pass an enactment 
which will restrict their business to the sale of medicine only.

The report of the Board of Church Extension was read and 
adopted as follows: 

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South: 

Dear Brethren — Your Board of Church Extension submit the fol- 
lowing report: 

From the report of Dr. W. F. Murry, Secretary of the General 
Board, and from the Hand.Book for 1911, the following figures con- 
cerning the work of Church Extension are taken: 

During the twenty-nine years of our history, aid has been given 
to eight thousand, sixty-two -(8,062) church buildings, almost one half 
of the total (16,447) owned by the church. This means that Church 
Extension money has to its credit more than five and one-third 
churches for every week of the twenty-nine years of its existence. 
The total amount thus invested is three million, forty.three thousand, 
sixty-five ($3,043,065.11) dollars and eleven cents, or an average of 
three hundred and seventy-eight ($378.00) dollars to each church aided. 
There are within the bounds of the Mississippi Conference four hun- 
dred, eighty-three (483) church buildings, and of this number two hun- 
dred, fifty-nine (259) have Church Extension money in them. The 
total amount of Church Extension money invested in church buildings 
in the Mississippi Conference to March 31st, 1911, is sixty-one thou- 
sand, one hundred, thirty-one ($1,131.50) dollars and fifty cents. Of 
the nineteen thousand, four hundred, nineteen (19,419) societies in the 
church, only sixteen thousand, four hundred, seventy-seven (16,477) 
have houses of worship, while twenty-eight hundred, forty-seven 
(28,047) have none. 

Parsonages. 

By the action of the last General Conference the Parsonage Work 
was transferred from the Woman’s Home Mission Society to the 
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3oard- of -Church Etxension. To take care of this work, there was an 
increase of fifty thousand ($50,000.00) dollars made on the regular 
system.- “At the time this increase was made it was one-fifth of the 
total assessment, and it is the purpose of the General Conference 
that one-fifth of the funds remaining in the hands of the Conference 
Board after the division with the General Office on the fifty per cent, 
basis shall be available for Parsonage Aid.” The Conference Board, 
however, is not limited to this exact portion of the funds coming into 
its hands. The Constitution gives the Board control over its own 
funds. Of the six thousand,- eighty-seven (6,087) pastoral charges of 
the church, only five thousand, sixty-eight (5,068) have parsonages, 
wffiile one thousand, nineteen (1,019) have none. There are eighty- 
nine (89) presiding elders’ districts without parsonages. To supply 
the homeless congregations with houses of worship, and build parson- 
ages on the charges where there are none, is the immediate need of 
Church Extension.. 

Washington City Representative Church. 

It is generally known that our Church is undertaking to build a 
representative Church in the City of Washington. The General Con- 
ference, which met in the City of Birmingham, Ala., in May, 1906, ap- 
pointed a committee with authority to raise the required funds by 
voluntary subscriptions, and build this church if it could. But senti- 
ment favorable to the enterprise was so advanced at the end of four 
years that the General Conference which met in Ashville in May, 1910, 
authorized the Board to make appropriations as well as to secure 
special contribution for this purpose, and by the action of the Board, 
the assessment for Church Extension w^as so laid as to provide $15,- 
000.00 a year for four years for this object. More than four-fifths of 
the estimated cost of the enterprise is now in hand. Our Conference 
at this session has promised $5,000.00 to this enterprise to be paid in 
four annual installments of $1,250.00 each. 

Conference Loan Funds. 

The last General Conference authorized the Conference Board of 
Church Extension to lend a part or all of their funds wffiere the end 
desired can be accomplished as w^ell by a loan as by a donation, and 
the part thus loaned shall become a part of the Conference Board 1 

Loan Fund. The Conference Loan Funds are administered through 
the General Board. With the five hundred ($500.00) dollar loan made 
by the Board at this Conference, our Conference Loan Fund is now 
one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars. 

General Loan Funds. 

The need for the enlargement of the General Loan Flind capital is 
great, and should be speedily increased to $500,000.00. The present 
capital is $380,111.60, showing a gratifying increase of $40,496.95 dur- 
ing the past year. 
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Sunday School Loan Funds. 

Through the Sunday School Loan Funds, the children are given U‘ 

an opportunity to contribute to the work of Church Extension. This 
fund is created by birthday offerings. The “Sunday School Birthday 
Jar” will be sent free of charge from the General Office to any Sunday 
School agreeing to faithfully use the same. There are twenty-one of 
these jars in use in our Conference, and the contributions during the 
last fiscal year amounted to $5.96. This fund at the close of the last 
fiscal year amounted to $1,059.95, and is used only in the erection of 
churches providing equipment for Sunday School Work. We would 
urge our Pastors and Sunday School superintendents to give the child- 
ren an opportunity to make their birthday offerings to a Conference 
Loan Fund. 

Woman’s Home Mission Society. 

The Woman’s Home Mission Society reports one hundred and 
twenty-three (123) auxiliaries, with twenty-five hundred and twenty- 
five (2,525) members, and a total amount of money raised for all pur- 
poses of $18,802.90. They have aided nine parsonages, to the amount 
of $1,225.50. Centers of home activity are being maintained in Biloxi 
and Meridian; at each place two deaconesses are at work. We note 
with regret that after this year the work of Parsonage building by 
the Woman’s Home Mission Society will cease. 

Church Extension Literature. 

Your Board would also call attention to the literature published 
by the General Board of Church Extension. By writing to the Corre- 
sponding Secretary, W. F. McMurry, 1025 Brook Street, Louisville, 

Ky., you can get free of cost to yourself the Hand Book Church Ex- 
tension, charts, and an ample supply of leafiets for your own use and 
for distribution. We trust that our pastors will secure this literature 
and circulate it among our people. 

Appiications. 

We have had before us in due form twelve applications asking for 
donations for churches to- the amount of $1,875.00, and loans to the 
amount of $600.00. We had five applications for donations to parson- 
ages, to the amount of $550.00, and loans to the amount of $300.00. We 
bad at our disposal for appropriation $2,350.00; hence, some applica- 
tions had to be denied altogether, and others given only part of what 
was asked for. After careful and prayerful consideration, the follow- 
ing appropriations to churches were made:

The report of the Epworth League Board was read and 
adopted as follows: 

REPORT OF EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 
Your Epworth League Board would call attention to the great un- 
used force that yet remains in the young life of the church, that is 
neither actively engaged in the Sunday School nor the Epworth 
League. 

The Layman’s Movement is largely attributed to the Epworth 
League, and many of those at work in our Mission Fields have heard 
the call as Leaguers. If such results have come from the utilization of 
only one-third of the young people in active channels of the League, 
what great results could we expect were the entire young manhood 
and womanhood enlisted in its various departments. We urge each 
pastor to organize, where possible, Epworth Leagues. 
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We commend to the League for special work in their Charity 
and Help Departments, the hospital that our Church will erect in Mem- 
phis. If the Leagues will co-operate in this much needed work, be- 
sides large financial results, our young people will be brought into 
closer relationship with the great plans of the Church. 

We also call attention of the pastors to the possibilities of an 
active League in those sections of the country suffering such financial 
depression. The League, actively employed, will largely overcome the 
financial deficit and strengthen the future church, so that it will stand 
unshaken, through the fidelity of its membership, whatever financial T
